More than 5000 Mexicans, it was 
estimated by the officers, were 
gathered at the Plaza. Scores of fist 

ts, punctured with revolver 
shots, took place. 

Feeling rose to an intense pitch 
when Patrolman H. 8. Seager ar- 


ficer says, was firing a revolver 
promiscuo y through the crowds. 
As the cer led the man to 


the patrol box, the crowds gath- 
ered close, hooting and jeering and 


menacing the officer wih their 
guns. Seeing Seagers predica- 
ment. Officers McCarran, Kruge, 
Bruttig and Waugh, stationed near 
the Plaza, ran to his assistance. A 
shower of bricks, wood blocks and 
other missiles fell upon them.

THOUSANDS HOMELESS 

The destruction of the greater 
part of Smyrna left some 60,000 
Greeks and Armenians homeless 
and destitute, and some fourteen 
naturalized Americans are missing. 

If the British government has 
received official reports of happen- 
ings in Smyrna from its representa- 
tives there, or from commanders 
of the naval units in Turkish wa- 
ters, none of them has as yet 
been issued for publication and the 
only news reaching here is con- 
tained wholly in first reports. 

According to one report, the 
Turks deliberately burned the city 
to hide the evidences of their 
massacres and .pillagings, but what 
appears more probable from other 
reports was that the Turks’ motive 
was to force the Allies to evacuate 
the entire Christian population 
and thereby settle the problem of 
minorities in Anatolia.

Proposes Substitute for 
Hughes’s Pact 


Would Involve Cruisers 
Submarines 


Wishes to Get All Nations in 


GENEVA, Sept. 15.—Great Brit- 
ain has started an adroit scheme 
with the League of Nations to 
suspend the Hughes naval agree- 
ment and substitute another pact 
respecting cruisers and submarines. 

At the Paris peace conference 
and also at the Washington con- 
ference Great Britain's effort to 
protect its merchant marine in 
future ware against attack by 
these offensive types failed, but it 
is masking this new maneuver 
under an apparently altruistic pro- 
posal. H. A. L. Fisher, the British 
delegate, proposed today the con- 
voking of a new international con- 
ference including the powers rep- 
resented at the Washington con- 
ference for the-reducing of the 
naval armaments of all nations. 

At this proposed conference the 
British expect to reopen the ques- 
tion of raids by submarines. It is 
probable that the question of cap- 
ita] ships, limited to 35,000 tons, 
will not come up as the only 

capable of building and 
— this class of ship reached 
an agreement among themselves at 
Washington. 

Instead of the League, the con- 
ference will deal with cruisers 
stipulated not to exceed 10,000 tons, 
but not limited in number and 
submersible fighters which was 
abandoned at Washington on 
account of the bitter Franco-Brit- 
ish controversy. 

This will give Great Britain 
another opportunity to meet

STRIKERS ARE 


Shopmen Madly Scramble to 
Get Old Places 


Few Roads Are Signing Up 
Willard Plan 


No Compromise Made With 
; Men Who Quit 


DISPATCH | 
CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—Striking 
shopmen reported back for work in 
large numbers today, opt only on 
the roads which have signed the 
Willard-Jewell agreement, but to 
the shops of the roads that an- 


nounce they will not sign the pact. 
The Northwestern and St. Paul 
roads said they expected virtually 
all their 27,000 shopmen to be at 
work Monday. They willirun day 
and night shifts for some time, to 
put their equipment in the best 
possible order, and also for the 
purpose of m places for all 
applicants. 

The Rock Island, the Great 
Northern, the Northern Pacific, 
Illinois Central, Panhandle, Santa 
Fe and several Saller systems an- 
nounced they would not sign the 
agreement. President Gorman of 
the Rock Island voiced the senti- 
ment of the others, saying: ‘We 
will pursue the policy adopted 
when the men walked out. We are 
getting along very well.” 

Pregident Markham of the I- 
nois Central said he had not been 
approached as to the peace agree- 
ment. He added that the officials 
of the union and others urging the 
Willard plan know the Illinois Cen- 
tra is not interested, as his system 

300 more men in its shops than 
when the strike started. 


STRIKERS USE BOMBS 

Meanwhile strikers and their 
sympathizers at various points were 
using the bomb, the torch and the 
slingshot as arguments to preva!)

ANTHRACIT® RATE OF $25 BY 
WINTER 16 EXPECTED 
IN GHICAGO 


DIsPaToH.| 

CHICAGO, Sept. 15.-——Predictions 
were made today that Chicago and 
vicinity would be paying $25 4 ton 
for anthracite coal before winter is 
far advanced. 

New York, thanks to an active 
fuel administrator, will get the 
game quality of fuel for $13.10 a 
ton retail. ere is a freight dit- 
ferential of about $3 a ton on this 
coal as between New York an‘ 
Chicago, so that Chicago should get 
anthracite at $16.19 a ton to re- 
turn the same profits to 8 
and dealers as New. Yor 
Breakdown of the governmenta! 
efforts to limit coal prices is held 
partly responsible for the sky- 
rocketing prices here. Activity of 
the Fuel Administrator in routing 
coal away from Chicago and the 
Middle West. is also held to be en- 
couraging speculators to boost 
prices to the limit. 

Anthracite reached the record 
price of $17 a ton in last ngs 
scramble for fuel before the strike 
shut off production. Since then 
rail freight rates, a large factor in 
the cost of hard coal in Chicago; 
have been reduced. Miners’ wages 
and other costs are the same or 
lower, so that a big additional 
profit margin will be split up some- 
where between producer and con- 
sumer. 
Small quantities of ntas 
semianthracite and other so-called 
smokeless coals reaching the Chi- 
cago district, are being quoted at 
$12 to $13 a ton retail. ven soft 
coal, produced in near-by Illinols 
fields, is doing some stunts in avia- 
tion. Operators in Southern 11 
linois, who charged $3.10 to $4.05 
a ton for domestic sizes in Decem- 
1921, are now asking $5 and 
for the same grade of fuel.

STRONG PRESSURE BROUGHT 
TO BEAR IN FAVOR OF 
PRISONERS 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept t6.—On 
behalf of fifty civic, church and 
labor organizatior.s interested in 
the seventy-five political prisoners 
still serving sentences for convic- 
tions under the free-speech section 
of the Espionage Law. the joint 
Amnesty Committee today sent a 
letter to President Hardi asking 
that the Department of Justice 
speed up ite review of these cases. 
When a delegation called on the 
President July 15 with a petition 
signed by 300,000 citizens on behalf 
of the prisoners, the President ex- 
pressed the hope that the cases 
could be reviewed within sixty 
days. In the letter the committee 
points out that only ten of the 
eighty-five cases then to con- 
sidered have been reviewed. The 
sixty-day period is nearly ended. 
“The extraordinary delay in re- 
viewing these cases has been ex- 
plained at the Department of Jus- 
tice by statements to the effect that 
in ~iew of the strike conditions the 
peychological situation was bad.“ 
said the letter. “In every case 
that has been reviewed by a Su- 
perior Court, the offense has been 
reduced to a mere violation of the 
free-speech section of the War 
Emergency Act.“ the letter added.

Three phyel- 
clans testified that the lungs were 
free from water. but that this 
fact did not entirely dispose of the 
theory of drowning. They agreed 
aleo that black marks found on 
the throat might have been re- 
ceived in the process of strangula- 
tion and that the marks were there 
„ore Dernier was thrown into 
‘he water. 

Dernier was seen the night be- 
fore at an amusement park with a 
woman who is being eought by the 
authorities as possibly knowing 
something of the matter. A cousin, 
Miss Edna F. Dernier, arrived this 
morning from Los Angeles.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15. — 
With the approval of the Ger- 
man government the Krupps are 
to issue their own private money. 
The first issue is to be of 400,000,- 
000 marks. With the sanction of 
the government various of the 
street car companies are issuing 
their own money. Soon we may 
expect many of the large indus- 
trial co-operation and merchan- 
dising houses to be doing like- 
wise. What the government per- 
mits to one it cannot, in justice, 
deny to another. Out 
must come a confusion of cur- 
rencies that, temporarily, may 
seem to relieve the government, 
but inevitably, must bring ruin. 

There is nothing few in what 
Germany is doing. To a minor de- 
gree we had it in this country dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War and for 
some years later. Not until Alex 
ander Hamilton brought order and 
system into the finances of the 
young republic did the nation begin 
to recover from the demoraliza- 
tion into which it hed sunk. 

The action of the German gov- 
ernment can be considered only as 


What the German officials prob- 
ably see as a temporary benefit 
through the floating of private 
money is a lessening of demand 
for the government marks which 
have been flowing from the print- 
ing presses lately at the rate of 
more than a billion a day. But 
this can be temporary only. The 
Krupp mark is likely to be confined 
in its circulation almost wholly to 
Essen and the other cities in which 
the Krupps have plants just as the 
paper money of the street car com-

one of utter recklessness or de- 


panies is current only in the cities 
in which the companies operate. 
Just what is back of the street 
car money is hard to determine. 
From the most reliable reports 
practically all those corporations 
are hopelessly bankrupt and are 
sustained only by such poor aasist- 
ance as the municipal governments, 
1 distressed, are able to 

ve. 

And yet those street car com- 
panies have authority to laue 
money or what passes for money. 
One virtue possessed owes 
money is that it is good for stree 
ear fare. 

The real money in Germany to- 
day is that of foreign countries, 
Great Britain and the United 
States particularly. More and 
more the prudent German manu- 
facturer or merchant is basing his 
prices on those moneys and seek- 
ing payment in them, 

That has something of a stab- 
llizing influence but it measures 
mall against the mountainous 
volume of paper marks which on 
September

One thing proved in the last 
four years is that the Germans! 
come honestly by their seputation 
for stolidity. No other great 
ple have known such wildness in 
their money and have gone along 
with seeming placidi and some- 
how conducted their business, do- 
mestic and foreign, through ft an 
adjusting themselves as best they 
could to every — 
change. But they have come near 
to the breaking point, it would 
seem, when the government grants 
the right to street car concerns 
and industrialists to compete with 
it in printing money or what 
supposed to pass for money. 


DAILY TRADE TALK 


Wholesale and retail trade is 
holding up well in the Los An- 
geles district; traffic is restored to 
normal, and there has been a de- 
crease in business reverses. There 
is a favorable trend to business 


which extends beyond that sec- 
tion of the State south of the 
Tehachapi, and a substantial de- 
velopment is making itself felt in 
the North. 

Labor in the home market is 
looking toward the coming sea- 
son with considerable complacen- 
cy. With building operations in 
Los Angeles city going forward at 
the rate of $10,000,000 a month: 
with $17,000,000 worth of new 
schools; and $12,000,000 worth of 
sewers; with heavy paving

supply market. 

Capital is also well in hand. 
The summer has brought with it 
no serious setbacks; dividends 
have been well maintained, and 
many new enterprises are showing 
profitable returns. There is plenty 
of money available for legitimate 
investment, and the stock and 
bond market indicate the willing- 
ness of the public to set in the 


game. 

Both the city and the surround- 
ing towns and suburban commun- 
ities are in a continual state of re- 
adjustment in an endeavor to keep 
within hailing distance of the 
Jobbers in most lines re- 
port satisfactory business and in 
the retail field rather more eélab- 
orate preparations than usual are 
being made to care for the ex- 
pected fall and winter trade stim- 
ulation. Summer stocks have been 
pretty well closed out, and sea- 
sonable goods are moving in fair 
volume considering the continued 
hot weather. This volume is well 
in excess of last year, and bank, 
clearings are proportionately 
larger. 

The instalment of federal taxes 
due and payable yesterday was 
met with lessened delinquencies, 
and reserves for State, county and 
municipal tax purposes are now in 
order. 

The outiook is for a record wal- 
nut crop, estimated at 60,000,000 
pounds, with a probable value of 
from $12,000,000 to $16,000,000. 
The bearing acreage approxi- 
mates 87,000 and there will be a 
heavier tonnage of the large sized 
nuts than last year, because a big 
acreage of budded trees is coming 


into bearing. 
Shipments will begin moving 
about October 1, and towered 


freight rates, more equitably ad- 
justed, will add large profits to 
the growers. It is announced by 
the railroads entering Los Angeles 
that walnut shipments this year 
will be given space in the “Citrus 
Special,” which operates on the 
fastest freight schedules, and this 
will. greatly facilitate early deliv- 
ery to eastern markets. 

Citrus growers look forward to 
a profitable season at compara- 
tively high prices although recov-: 
ery from the freeze of last year 
is still under way and volume will 
be subnormal. The coming date 
crop of the Coachella Valley 
promises to be much larger than 
in the past, and important new 
acreage is coming into bearing 
every year.

WALNUT TARIFT 

Congressmen Osborne and Line- 
berger, assisted by Congressmen 
Swing and Free, all of Southern 
California, are given eredit for ex- 
cellent work in connection with 
the walnut tariff, according to a 
statement by the California Wal- 
nut Growers’ Association. 

The bill started out as a echedule 
carrying 2% cents on uneshelled 
and 7% cents per pound on shelled 
walnuts, according to Sales Man- 
ager Webber. After it went to 
the Senate Finance Committee the 
echedule was revised, giving 3 and 
cents per pound.

National differences always have existed. 
They give birth to national enmities that 
too often end in wars involving many peo 
ples and world-wide destruction of life and 
property. It is self-evident that the elim- 
ination of the lesser states will reduce to 
a minimum international controversies. 
During the last 100 years it has almost 
invariably been the lesser states that in- 
volved the greater ones in international 
wars. Serbia furnished the pretext, it not 


| the cause, for the World War. Greece is 


chiefly responsible for the present com 
cations in the Near East. : 
During the World War the breaking up 
of great empires into little states and prin- 
cipalities began. Much that had been done 
during two centuries of the greatest era 
of world progress known to history was 


destroyed, under the fallacy that the right 
of self-determination conferred upon every 
community of people the auxiliary right to 
absolute political autonomy. 

There was no attempt to assert that al- 
leged right in this country; for that ques- 
tion was settled in the Civil War, ultimate 
ly and irrevocably. But the attempt to 
apply it to Europe occasioned turmoil and 
strife that has reaped as great a toll in 
life and treasure as the World War itself. 

The dynasties of four great empires were 
overthrown; but, instead of replacing them 
with other governments, republican in form 
and responsive to the will of the governed,

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—We arrived 
here several days ago and have 
endeavored to visit as many of our 
old friends as porsible and secure 
some of their faverite recipes. The 
first night we had dinner at our 
hotel in one of the most unique 
dining rooms in the world. The 


diners sit in tiers as at the the- 
ater, everyone has a clear view of 
both the dining-room and the 
stage. They have a very fine menu 
and some very interesting enter- 
tainers. Two dishes served here 
are worthy of mention, a savoury 
lobster and a grare souffle. 


SAVOURY LOBSTER 


Cut the meat ef one cold-dolled 
lobster into flakes and put in a 
saucepan in which has been meited 
two tablespoons of butter. Stir 
over the fire for three minutes and 
stil in two eggs beaten with two 
tablespoons of cream. Season with 
salt and paprika and stir until the 
mixture commences to set. Re- 
move from the fire and heap on 
rounds of buttered toast. Sprinkle 
with parsley and garn with 
watercress. 


GRAPE. SOUFFLE 


Melt two tablespoons. of butter 
in a saucepan: atir in two table- 
spoons of flour and one tablespoon 
of cornstarch. Stir for three min- 
utes, be careful, does not brown. 
Stir in one cup of milk, two table- 
spoons of sugar, and one-half a 
teaspoon of lemon extract. Stir 
over the fire until it will leave the 
sides f the pan clean. Cool «4 
little and beat into it the yolks of 
three eges and half a cup of grape 
pulp. made by rubbing grape 
through a mers; add the stiffly 
beaten whites of two eggs: fill a 
buttered souffle mould with the 
mixture and bake in a medium 
oven thirty-five minutes. Serve 
very hot with grape sauce. 


BROWN BREAD CREAM 

Over on Chestnut street is a lit- 
tle restaurant that serves old fash- 
ion dishes and of their favorites is 
a cold pudding which they call 
brown cream. This is made 
by frying crisp two cups of stale 
brown bred crumbe in two table- 
spoons of butter. Place the bread 
crumbs in a bow! and pour in one 
and a half cups of boiling milk, 
add the grated rind of half a lem- 
on, six tablespoons of sugar. half 
a teaspoon of vanilla and one pack- 
age of gelatine dissolved in a lit- 
tle milk. Stir well and when cold 
add one cup of whipped cream. 
Pour into a mold and set in the 

e box three re. Serve 
with orange sauce. 


MELON SALAD 


This same place also serves a 
very nice melon salad. Cut the 
meat of a small tip-top melon in 
even-sized cubes, sprinkle them 
with salt and paprika, also add a 
teaspoon onion juice and set 
the mixture on the ice f one 
hour. M in a small, cold bow! 
three tablespoons of olive oll, the 
strained juice of one lemon, one 
teaspoon of tarragon vinegar and 
one tablespoon of whipped cream. 
Pour this dressing over the cold 
melon cubes and serve on leaves 
of crisp lettuce. 


CHOCOLATE PARFAIT 
One of the beat frozen desserts 


that we have had is a chocolate 
parfait. To maké, slight beat 
six eggs, add two cups milk, 


four tablespoons of sugar, and a 
pinch of salt: pour into a double 
boiler and stir until it thickens. 
add four tablespoons of ground 
chocolate and pour through a 
sieve into a cold bowl Set the 
bow! on ice and whip the mixture 
until it is cold. Add one cup of 
whipped cream and pour into a 
parfait mold. Cover tight and 
pack in two parts ice and one part 
salt for three hours. 


WOODCOCK TOAST 


This is a supper dish served at 
one of the popular cabarets. Wash 
and clean half a pound of chicken 
livers, dry well and pound very 
fine. Mash fine two boned and 
skinned anchovies and add to the 
chicken livers with half a teaspoon 
of sugar, two tablespoons of 
creamed butter, a seasoning of salt 
and paprika, the yolks of six eggs 
and four tablespoons or cream. 
Place in a double boiler and stir 
until thick. Remove from the fire 
and stir in three tablespoons of 
cream, pour over hot toa 
garnish with watercress. 


SPINACH RAVIOLIS 
Over on North Clark street at 
one of the Italian restaurants they 
serve ravioli made with spinach 
that is very nice. Pick, wash and 


drain one and a ft nds of 
spinach and place in a sauce 
pan with two cups of boiling 
salted water 


and cook for thi 

minutes. Drain the oP 
chop very fine. Add two tabie- 
spoons of white sauce and a season- 
ing of salt and paprika. Heat 
and stir in the beaten yolks of 
cote eggs and let the mixture get 


Sift three cups of flour with 
half a teaspoon of salt and rub 
into it two tablespoons of butter.

CHICKEN ROLIS 

Chicken rolls are one of the 
lunch dishes served at one of the 
downtown lunch clubs, Scoop 
out the insides of round rolls after 
| removing slice from the top and 
toast them to a light brown in 
a slow oven. Place in a saucepan 
one tablespoon of butter and one 
tablespoon of flour and cook five 
minutes without browning. Stir 
in half a cup of milk and cook 
until thick and smooth. Add one 
cup and a half of cooked chicken 
cut in small dice, two tablespoons 
of chopped, cooked ham and a 
seasoning of salt, paprika, and 
a few grains of nutmeg. Fill the

Stand in the ice, closely cov- 
ered, for two days. 

Place four tablespoons of but- 
ter in an enameied pot and when 
hot add the beef and fry a nice 
brown on all sides, remove the 
beef and add to the pot two 
tablespoons of flour and cook 
brown. Add half a cup of the 
vinegar the beef was pickled in 
and six cups of beef stock. Re- 
turn the beef to the pot, bring to 
a boil, add three chopped toma- 
toes and simmer until soft. Re- 
move the beef and cut in selices. 
Reduce the sauce and strain over 
the beef and serve with 
dumplings. 

POTATO CAKE 

Before leaving home I received 
a number of requests and will an- 
swer some of them this week. 
F. R. C., city, requested a recipe 
for a potato cake in which is used 
mashed potatoes. to a cream 
half a cup of butter and one cup 
of sugar. Add two well-beaten 
eges. half a cup of milk, and half 
a cup of hot, mashed potatoes. 
Beat well and add one cup. of flour 
sifted with two teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, half a teaspoon each 
of ground cloves, cinnamon, and 
nutmeg, and half a cup of ground 
chocolate. Beat well and stir in 
half a cup of chopped almonds. 
Bake in a loaf cake pan forty 
minutes. 


CODFISH BISCAYENNE 


R. E., city, requests a recipe for 
salt codfish Biscayenne. Soak one 
pound of salt codfish over night. 
Heat a tablespoon of olive oll in 
an earthware baking dish and 
cook in it one finely chopped onion 
until the onion te clear, but not 
brown. Add three finely 
cloves of garlic and half of the 
codfish. Cover the codfish with 
one thinly sliced raw potato, one 
peeled and sliced tomato, and a 
seasoning of salt.

School Children Urged to 
Avoid Buying Penny 
Sweets at Stores 


Pure candy is such a valuable 
food that there is a two-fold rea- 
son for warning mothers and 
teachers against the dangers of 
cheap candy. Many schools are 
aituated some distance from shops 
that sell pure sweets and those 
offered by push carts or by the 
small corner storés are often an 
actual menace to the health of 
the children. 

In the first place, the purity of 
the ingredients is not to be re- 
lied upon and added to this the 
accumulated dirt often carries 
countless bacteria, some of which 
may ecasily be those producing 
disease. 

Dr. Charles La Wall, dean of 
the Philadelphia College of Pharm- 
acy has recently completed investi- 
gations of these popular sweets 
and finds the danger from their 
gale of sufficient memace to war- 
rant the issuing of a special plea 


to the Confectioners’ Asocciation 
to aid in coping with this danger. 

Pennies and other small sums 
that come to the children in pay- 
ment for errands are apt to be 
epent for candy. Here is an op- 
portunity to teach food values.

Fruit Contains Properties 
Needed to Aid Digestion 
of Other Foods 


That pineapples contain a sub- 
stance that assists in the digestion 
of albuminous food, particularly 
the fiber of meat is not so widely 
known as it should be. This sub- 
stance or enzyme acts directly 
on these foods and converts cer- 
tain parte of them into just the 
form needed by the digestive jucies 


which take an active part in the 


ensuing stages of digestion. 

If pineapples are to be used as 
fresh fruit they are cut while only 
partially ripe so as to fit them for 
transportation. This explains the 
slightly acid flavor of some of the 
fruit that appears on our tables. 

Dr. E. H. 8. Bailey gives an in- 
teresting account of the pineapple 
industry of Hawaii. Here at the 
experiment station it wis learned 
that the sugar content increases 
only so long as the fruit remains 
within the leaves, where fhe sugar 
is made, and after it is packed no 
more sugar develops. 

Distributors of the commercial 
Hawalian pineapple point out that 
this product plays a different part 
in the dietary than that of the 
standard sliced pineapple. The fact 
that Hawaiian pineapple is speci- 
ally suited for a breakfast dish is 
one that is emphasized. Then, it 
is useful in making delicous fruit 
sauces to be served with meat or 
fowl. The product is shredded 
ready fur use.
